(8) An argument advocating the voters' rejection o f the measure
together with any statement in rebuttal of the oppo sing argument;

(9) Each argument or rebuttal statement must be fo llowed by the
names of the committee members who submitted them, a nd may be followed
by a telephone number that citizens may call to obt ain information on

the ballot measure;
(10) The full text of *the measure;
(11) Two pages shall be provided in the general el ection voters'

pamphlet for each ((measure—foran—adviseryvote o the people under———
